REPORT OF SCHOOL{COMMITTEE. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Chatham: 


The School Committee respectfully submit their Annual Report for the year end- 
ing March, 1884. 

District, No. 1. This school was taught by Miss Ellen S. Roberts. This was 
her first school. The school was so small that the Superintendent didn’t deem it 
worth while to visit it. 

District, No.2. Miss Minnie L. Anderson taught the summer term. The 
attendance was good. The school was not visited by the Superintendent, but I 
have reasons to think that the term was a satisfactory one, 

The Winter term was taught by myself. ‘The school was not visited by any other 
member of committee. I will say that the average attendance was good and ad- 
vancement fair. 

Disrricr, No.3. The Summer term was taught by Miss Carrie M. Kilgore, 
This was her first term of teaching and considering this fact and that the school is 


a difficult one, she did very well. An irregularity of attendance was the bad feature of 


the school for both the summer and winter terms. The winter term was taught by 
Mr. Albert B. Spencer. I did not note any special advancement. The school did 
not appear as quiet as I like to see, but I judge Mr. Spencer a thorough teacher for 
his experience. 

District, No.4. Miss Alice L. Eastman taught the summer term. The schoo] 
was visited only near the first of the term. Then everything seemed orderly and a 
good commencement had been made. I presume the school was successful. The 


winter term was taught by J. Waldo Nash. This was a very orderly school, and the 
advancement was slow but quite thorough. I judge he taught a very successful 
term of school. 

District, No.5. Both the summer and winter terms were taught by Miss Lrene 
E. Dresser. The school was not visited by Supt. yet from what I have learned by 
inquiry and otherwise, | should say that she was hardly up to the work ¢

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District, No.6. The spring term as taught by Miss Minnie R. Anderson, I 
should pronounce as successful. The winter term is in charge of Miss Kilgore. 
The school commenced well. 

District, No. 8. There was but one term in this district and that during the 
winter. Miss Fannie L. Eastman teaches here. The school is very small indeed. 
The teacher I judge to be competent. 


In reviewing the school year just past, I find little change from last year. There 
seems to be a great lack of interest, and irregularity of attendance is a bad feature 
of the schools but more especially of the larger ones. This is very much to be deplor- 
ed as the privileges are so limited. I would respectfully call the attention of 
parents, guardians and others to the law in regard to non-attendance. It can be 
found by reference to the General Laws or to the School Notices posted throughout 
the town. There is a sad lack of uniformity of text-books which ought to be reme- 
died as soon as a chance can be made for the better. I also note a tendency to hire 
inexperienced teachers. ‘This is a mistake. For we cannot afford to have our 
children taught untrouths or fooled in government.
